The farmers of one county In Ten- 
nessee are' receiving |4O0,0OO addi- 
tions! annual Income from new farm 
'enterprises started since 1926 through 
the efforts of a "key banker" and the 
county agent, according to eetlraatet 
from the Tennessee College of Agrl- 
cnllure. A"key banker'Ms apart of the 
■tate bankers' association Toluntary 
field force cooperating with the AmtTl- 
can Bankers Association in Its nation* 
wide plan for brlnslng about better 
agricultural conditions thronsh com- 
bined banker-farmer effort. Now pro- 
jects started In this particular county 
are tobacco, Irl»h potato and cabbage 
production for cash crops, and dairy- 
ing and poultry raising for livestock. 
Tho key banker, looking for some- 
thing to do to better hts community. 
ilrst attempted to procure a county 
agent but was unable to get tho county 
to make the necctisary appropriation, 
BO ho and other leading cIllzenH made 
up therenulslte funds through private 
subscription among farmers and busi- 
ness men and an agent was employed. 
Up until 1926 grain was the prin- 
cipal farm production In iho county. 
The banUcr recosniztd the disadvant- 
ages o[ this. It affordod a low cash 
Income, and the land was too hilly and 
rougU for prolltablo grain raising. Ills 
Idea was to Inlroduco t-uhli cropa that 
offered more return pnr aero and were 
bettor ntted to ilie coiinty. It was de- 
cided that tho county should stand- 
nrdi^o on the Green Mountain in)tuto 
and to markot It in furload lots. 
TlirouKh his bank ho fpouForod thfi 
buying of a car of cnrtUled seed 
potatoea. lie llkewlae bnu^ht some 
hlRh (iiiallly tobacro sued and several 
hundn-'d settin^^.s of inu'obroil csks. 
Tlie90 isupplles wero dItiirilMitcd at cost 
through tho hunks to tlio farraorf. 

After coUKiiltfrablo effort a market 
for dairy products was assured tlio 
farmers when in i:i2S a national chetwt 
company located n factory there. A 
county appropriutSoti was socured for 
county assent work in 1D2S. 

In 1929 the casli crop prosrum re- 
sulted In furniciti s.'lllun $Ij,O0O worth 
of milk, Sir.O.OiiO worth of tobacco and 
flfty-!ivo carloads of potatoes and cab* 
baKe, monUy Uirouyili roopcnUlVH .sales. 
"This was some Ktcii trom'tlio 32ri,O0O 
worth of casli crop.i In I92i3." the 
c'jnty asoni say^, ""aud indicatlouB 
nre that this u:nount will be doubled."

Health authop 
iUea In all sfKstlons oro attempting to' 
arouse housewives io'the Importano^ 
of proper rcfrlgoratlon because tlioy 
redlLee better than othora that the par- 
taking of food whteh has not been 
property preserved has Uken" iLa-toll 
in the tousi of thousands. 

tJse Left'Ovsr Food. 
In the morning, tht»ro may be a 
slice or two of toast leCt on tlio plate, 
and tho housewife, knowing from ex- 
perlcnco that oolif huttend ,'toaaL hi 
ehunned, sUngs it In tlie garbage can. 
Instead of ro-crlsplng It. or using It In 
dressing. 

If, after a company dinner, a large 
amount of moot romaliis; It ooiUd ull 
be. canned. Instead of tteing served 
and reserved na bast, and flnally a 
port of it thrown ouL 

Preparing vegotablos is another op- 
portunity tor the «llp«hod. Incfllcleiit 
hoasewife to add .to the refuse can,— 
by wnstlmr a good portion of the vege- 
table in' the paring, or In the manner 
ol ^booking or serving. It does seem 
that left-over vegetables are uunppe- 
Udnc.- but they can be ufrcd In soUpa 
or, perhaps In a satud.' Judging to a

If 
the occasion la f omul, -use the beat 
White linen yoii havo— to odd a (I«- 
llberately "different" aspect, sprinkle 
Dirlstmas tree icicles over the cloth; 
but If Informal, an Inoxpcnffive cloth 
with gay pastel c6k>rs Is moot appny- 
prlotev 

Bui whatever the quality of linen 
used, always carefully lay a sllendns 
cloth. Any cloth ifhould be put on wHh 
absolute* evonnciu, the crease down 
the exact center andi ilie edges faong- 
Ing evenly alt around. 

Make Best Use of Everythino- 

If a Itoetcsa has parts of two or 
throe sets of dishes Innteod of a full 
set. slro may alternate In setting the 
table, using one kind for tho ladiea, 
and another for tlie men: Qnd.,lf nec- 
eflsar^', still anoUier for Uie children. 
An odd oarfortment of glassware may 
■l>e used in the fame way. The same 
holds tnio of silverware. In a losser 
dogroe. If there are not enough. pieces 
of good, silverware to go around, the 
hostess jnuat make the best of what 
she haa, or be out of luck. ■ 

Candles sre so very reasonable that 
iuiyf>ne could grace their table on oc- 
casion with two of theae, eihphaalsing 
or balancing the dominant color. If 
cloth napkins are shabby, bettor to 
use paper ones, foldedl In shnpca suit- 
able to the ^akon. , . ' 

And the.oeuterpleco! There la more 
Bcoipo for originality here than In the 
other dotallti of table Betting. Abltof 
greenery, flowers (orUnclal, hothouse, 
potted, tome, or wild, but tastefully 
arranged), bosketa. InterenUng bits o£ 
potter>*, sliver, or flgnros, ribbons, 
etc., may bo used to advantage. 
Be a "Balanced" Hosteaa. 

There Ist one thing Uucklng in some 
hoateasee-^and that is a sense of val- 
ues, of balance, or of proporUoiL' They 
ore blind- to tlio fact that an. elabor* 
ntely correct tabic Is not ImpoHout In 
the grelot scheme of life.' and la not 
worthy of fuss and worn*. True, one 
ffhould bo able to. •recognise when 
fmch details 'have Importance — aa in 
establishing the right impression on 
an' 'Important business associate oC 
Hubby's, or on the social leader oC 
the town-^but wlien such emergenctee 
arise, it pay« to pocket pride, and bor- 
row what- ta -needed from a 8>Tnpo;- 
theUc friend, thus eilmlnatinff wort.
